Western colleges yesterday de- 
cided to have football this year, 
although the style of game will be 
modified to such an extend that 
professionalism, brutality and un- 
necessary danger, it is hoped, will' 
be eliminated. This was the der 
cision reached in Chicago by fac- 
ulty representatives of the “big 
nine” colleges, who were called to- 
gether in -a second “reform” con- 
ference by President .Angell of the 
University of Michigan. The pro- 
fessional coach, it was decided, is 
to remain only as long as existing 
contracts are in force.
